Further  in- 
vestigation reveals  that  he  was  the  proprietor  of  the  famous 
Blue  Wing  Saloon,  138  Montgomery  Street.  This  saloon 
was  one  of  the  most  notorious  on  the  Barbary  Coast.  It 
was  there  that  Charles  Cora,  an  Italian  gambler,  shot  and 
killed  General  W.  H.  Richardson,  the  United  States 
Marshal  of  Northern  California. 

Jones  died  in  1869  in  Owens  River  Valley,  California, 
where  he  had  gone  to  inspect  his  mining  interests.
